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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a nut lock and wrench, classified in class 81 , 
subclass 1 59. 

II. Claims 7-1 3, drawn to a sliding shank lock and wrench, classified in class 
81, subclass 145. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

3. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions the two types of locks and wrenches operate 
differently and do not operate together. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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7. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Scott on 17 February 2005 a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-6. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 7-13 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claims 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by McLean which shows a nut, used in a wrench, that has a U-shaped 
"spring" around the nut to hold it in various positions. 

10. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Mendenhall which shows a nut surrounded by a spring, figures 6, 12 and 13, with one 
end of the spring on the nut and the other end on the workpiece (AA). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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12. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Mendenhall which shows the use of various types of "stops", such as grooves in figure 

13. To use pins, instead of grooves, is an obvious reversal of design as both structures 
perform the same function claimed, to stop the nut from moving past a certain point. 

13. The remaining prior art is cited only as of interest at this time.
